dicate that yellow fever is sweeping 
the large sugar estates, where hun- 
dreds of Italians are quartered. Dr. 
C. Milo Brady wired the state board 
of health that sixty-odd cases had 
been unearthed between ITouma and 
Schreiver, 
in 
Terrebonne parish, 


tlwrc being thirty cases on the Shaf- 
fer plantation. Dr. J. M. Ehlert wires 
that the fever is spreading rapidly on 
both sides of Bayou Lcboeuf, in both 
Assumption and St. Mary parishes. 


In a statement Surgeon J. H. White, 


commanding the government fever 
fichters, thus summed up the situa- 
tion: "It is well under control; every 
ward is working' smoothly; there are 
no complaints of moment, and every 
day sees a decrease in the death rate. 
We have the situation in hand. 'My 
confidence grows every day. and I 
want to compliment every physician 
and surgeon who is working with me."

Increase in Cholera Cases Gives Rise 


to Fear Long Fight Will 


Be Necessary. 


Berlin, Sept. 
1.—The 
spread 
of 


cholera from two localities on the 
River Welchei five days ago to thir- 
ty-four cases in twelve localities ex- 
tending from the Baltic to the River 
Warthe, 150 miles south, and its ap- 
pearance in Hamburg has given au 
unpleasant thrill to the people of Ger- 
many, for it may mean a long and 
steady fight, as in 1892-93. to prevent 
the disease from getting beyond con- 
trol. In those years it is estimated 
that 800,000 persons died in Russia' 
from cholera. 


The Prussian government is keenly 


aware of the possibilities of the dan- 
ger, which so far is not regarded as 
givit,'-; occasion for apprehension. 


Grain traffic with Russia 
on 
the 


Warthe and Netste rivers may .be 
stopped by the government to 'pre- 
vent river men coming from Russia 
into Germany. 


Cases in Many Towns. 


Two deaths from cholera have oc- 


curred among river men in a village 
at the intersection of the Warthe and 
the Ket/.e. One river man is suffer- 
ing from the disease at Graudenz and 
another has been taken there from 
Boeslershoebe. Danzig reports one 
new case and one death at Ncti-Fahr- 
wasser, making seven deaths in all 
in that locality.

keim report one death and several 
suspicious cases each.

2,425,000 


acers of fertile land in the most fav- 
ortd sections of Utah are thrown open, 
to the public for settlement. 
The 


reservation lies in the north of. Den- 
ver' 
and Rio Grande system in the 


Uintah and Wasatch counties. It ex- 
tends from Green river on the east 
to within a short distance of Heber, 
the county seat..of Wasatch county on 
the west. 
At the confluence of the 


Oiiitah rivers the tract has an alti- 
tude of 4,000 feet, and then rises in 
plateaus of mesa lands. 
The snow 


peaks forty or fifty miles away, stand 
out seemingly within a stone's throw 
but the valley climate is temperate, 
with almost perpetual sunshine, as 
the ranges ward off both cold in win- 
ter and the heat in 
summer. The 


number of rivers and streams affords 
excellent facilities 
for 
irrigation, 


while amny of the rivers 
have an 


abrupt enough fall to afford water: 
power of great value. 
The Unitah 


Indians are no longer savages 
and 


have adopted many of the methods of 
the whites. They have been allotted 
lands and the balance of the reserva- 
ti6n will be thrown open to settle- 
ment. 
Under the terms of the allot- 


ment each of the natives, who was 
at the head of the family received SO 
acres, 40 more being added for each 
person in the family. 
In this way 


the Indians have been given 300,000 
acres.

The Commission with power 


to fix railway rates is only a part of 
the Canadian system of dealing with 
the railway 'question and it may he 
-very much doubted if a thorough fa- 
miliarity with the Canadian system 
•would lead to the assertion that it is 
a system which would commend, it- 
self 'to the people of the 
United 


States. 
' 
In the first place it must he under- 


stood that the railway business of 
Canada entire does 
not 
comprise 


much more than a tenth of the busi- 
ness of the United States. In the re- 
port of the Department of Railways 
and Canals of the Canadian govern- 
ment for the year ending June 30th, 
1904, which is the latest available 
report, some facts in regard to the 
Canadian system of dealing with the 
railway question are given which bear 
with some force upon the question 
as to whether the people of the Unit- 
ed States 'are ready to adopt the Can- 
adian system, 


According to this report the govern- 


ment railway expenditures of Cana- 
da for the year amounted to ?12,351,- 
250.03, while the total revenue deriv- 
ed from the railways by the govern- 
ment was $6.627,255.51, leaving a de- 
ficit of 15,623,994.56 on account of the 
Canadian system of dealing with the 
railway question. 


In round numbers applying the ra- 


tion of difference In magnitude of the 
railways of this country the adoption 
of the Canadian system of 
dealing 


with the railway question would cost 
the government of this country $56,- 
239,945.40 a year. The Canadian gov- 
ernment last year granted $2,04G,S7S.- 
45 in subsidies to the railways not 
owned by the government. The simi- 
lar railway expenditures in' this coun 
try, If the 
Canadian, 
system were 


adopted, would have been $20,436,784. 
50. 


With. only.. 19,611 miles in operation 


the total investment of ' the govern 
ment amounts to $282,204,763.24. Re- 
latively considered with reference to 
this country this would be equivalent 
to an investment of the United States 
amounting to $2,822,470,632.40 if the 
Canadian system of disposing of- the 
railway question were applied to tue- 
United States. 


With this Investment in the 
rail 


ways of Canada there is no reason 
why. the government of Canada should 
not participate in the fixing of the 
rates. 
This is especially so as the 


Canadian government operates its own 
railways at a loss -which for the year 
ending June 00th, 1904, amounted to 
$972,703.06.
